San Jose, Cal., Jan. 18.—Astrono­ 
mer A. G. Aitken of the Lick Observ- 
tory today gave the following state­ 
ment to the Association Press: 
The comet discovered in South Af­

than the planet Venus. It was easily 
seen at the Lick Observatory at noon 
today with the naked eye. It was 
about four degrees east of the sun 
and half a degree north of it, and 
was moving toward the northeast. In 
a clear sky it would he a brilliant

southwestern sky immediately after 
sunset.

Guthrie, Ok., Jan. 20.—Only thir­ 
teen subjects for prospective legis­ 
lation were included in the gover­ 
nor’s message, which was given to 
the Oklahoma legisla ure, convening 
in special session this morning, but 
there is a liberal promise of addi­ 
tional recommendations as the ses­ 
sion continues. 'Five of the subjects 
iiVlude 
appropriations 
aggregating 
$98,380.97. Nothing was said about the 
banking law save in a general way, 
commending it and celling the favor 
in which it is held—that, however, 
without a tangible reference to prob­ 
able amendments. 
The Harris-Oay minority report of 
the Code Commission, submitted to 
the governor on yes.erday, was not 
transmitted to the legislature, hut 
the legislature is asked to name a 
i committee to confer with the code 
commission and de.ermine upon what 
has been done, and the broad lang­ 
uage used in the message is taken 
by members as meaning that an ex­ 
tension of time with proper appro­ 
priations will be satisfactory to the 
executive. 
Taxation in several phases was cov­ 
ered by a series of recommendations. 
No reference was made to a plan 
by which excessive levies for 1909 
could be reduced, as was done dur­ 
ing the regular session for 1908 but it 
is understood tonight that a bill is 
in course of preparation that will 
attempt to give relief. The exten­ 
sion of paying time was recommend­ 
ed. 
Members regard the message con 
cerning taxes of considerable value, 
particularly in suggesting means to 
prevent unreasonable collections in 
the future, and curbing the general 
taste far costly public improvements 
n cities and distric s. 
Several bills were offered in the 
house to cure defects in the present 
general revenue law. 
Reference to county and district of­ 
ficers’ fees and salaries was brief. 
There were two bills on this sub­ 
ject offered later. 


Message Read at Noon. 
Gov. Haskell read the message in 
a joint session of the two houses 
about noon. Owing to differing opin­ 
ions as to the pay of members dur­ 
ing a special session, it was agreed in 
each branch, as an extra precaution, 
to 
perfect 
reorganization, 
plodding 
through the form of electing offl 
cera, so as to give the legislature the 
status of the regular session. This 
permits the members to draw $6 per 
day, otherwise, some feared, the ses­ 
sion would be consigned but a con 
tinuation of the old, and the pay 
would be only $2 per day. Just how 
the reorganization will effec legality 
of the pay no one has figured o u t It 
is generally held, however, under a 
liberal construction of the constitu­ 
tion, that the $6 salary applies. 
Each branch assembled at 9 a.
